DETROIT.—In the 
years, war products totaling nearly 
$13 billion have been delivered 
the military automotive con- 
cerns now operating war pro- 
duction level more than $10 
billion annually, the Automotive 
Council for War Production re- 
ported last week summary 
automotive industry production 
since Pearl Harbor. 

Actual battle experience has 
caused numerous changes pro- 
duction plans, but sufficient flexi- 
bility output has been de- 
veloped allow unimpeded 
flow war goods reach the 
battle fronts even though specific 
products undergo changes from 
time time, the council said. 

The council pointed out that 
1941 only percent the war 
materials emerging from automo- 
tive plants were aircraft, while to- 
day percent vastly in- 
creased production total consists 
aircraft and aircraft parts and 
subassemblies. 

When Pearl Harbor was attack- 
ed, the automotive industry was 
devoting percent its military 
production tanks and percent 
guns, ammunition and marine 
equipment. Changing battle trends 
during the first two war years have 
raised the demand for these mate- 
rials; percent the current 
war production program now 
devoted tanks and percent 
guns, ammunition and marine 
equipment. 

Since Pearl Harbor, the dollar 
value war goods has increased 
several times over all cate- 
gories. Aircraft preduction has 
climbed nearly times the 
former rate, reaching current 
total exceeding billion annu- 
ally, and eight tanks are now 
leaving assembly lines for every 
one produced before Pearl Har- 
bor. 

Current production guns 
valued $675,000,000 annually, 
times higher than Pearl Harbor 
rates. Ammunition production 
the rate $400,000,000, seven 
fold increase, and marine equip- 
ment $600,000,000, five time in- 
crease over Pearl Harbor rate 
production.

The regular sessions, slated 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
New Jersey, New York, Rhode 
Island, South Carolina and Vir- 
ginia, for the most part are ex- 
pected follow the pattern 
brevity set the 1943 state law- 
mills, which generally made 
endeavor limit their delibera- 
tions legislation essential the 
war effort concerned with post- 
war problems. 

Few Special Sessions 

Unless there should sudden 
cessation hostilities, which 
case the entire picture would 
course change, special sessions are 
not expected many states. Where 
called meet special local prob- 
lems, they are likely kept 
short. 

This wartime desire dam the 
normal flood bills, together 
with the fact that the pressures 
postwar issues affecting state 
governments have not yet crys- 
talized, indicates that the few 
state legislatures meet during 
1944 will less significant 
things come the way 
state legislation after the war 
than will developments 
other quarters.

Drivers Are Headed 
For Trouble Unless 
Extra Care Taken 


CHICAGO.—To determine 
how well the commercial ve- 
hicle fleets the nation are 
prepared cope with sleet, 


snow, ice and the 
National Safety com- 
mittee winter driving hazards 
has completed survey the 
equipment hand, equipment 
ordered and equipment not avail- 
able fleet operators. 

The survey was conducted among 
103 fleets operating states and 
the District Columbia. Their 
headquarters are cities and 
they equip more than 16,580 vehi- 
cles with special items winter 
equipment. 

summary reports from 
these fleet operators indicate that 
many are going short 
some items equipment which 
are used normally, and this, 
turn, means that their drivers 
are headed for trouble unless 
they compensate for shortage 
extreme care and caution through 
the winter months. 

Purchase orders winter 
equipment were placed 
percent these fleets last year 
and percent this group did 
not receive all equipment ordered. 
Shortages were reported fleets 
states. These shortages included 
chains, antifreeze, heaters, de- 
frosters, fans, stoves, grill covers, 
shovels, frost shields, and ropes. 

The most widespread shortages 
were tire chains and antifreeze. 
Fleets with headquarters seven 
cities six states could not obtain 
chains, and antifreeze 
available fleets five cities 
five states. 

Stockroom supplies winter 
vehicle equipment 
adequate for the coming winter 
percent the fleets, while 
orders 
already has been placed. 
one percent the latter group 
have not received all the equip- 
ment ordered. Shortages par- 
ticular devices were reported from 
fleets cities and states. 
Unavailable items these cities 
were chains, antifreeze, fans, heat- 
ers, defrosters, thermostats, winter 
fronts, grill covers and rope. 

The most predominant shortages 
still are chains and antifreeze, 
with eight cities from seven states 
reporting chain shortages and nine 


cities eight states reporting 
antifreeze shortages. 
Fleets cities eight 


states reported that particular de- 
vices unavailable last winter 
their areas are still unavailable. 
This applied mainly antifreeze 
and chains, the former being short 
both last winter and now.
